SCOTCH WAYS WITH MUTTON. 


The quality of mutton greatly de- 


pends upon the way it has been fed 


For roasting, mutton can 
hardly be too long hung. 
The length of time de- 
pends upon the weather. 
In cold, dry weather, in 
nn airy, well-kept larder, 
21 days is. not too long; 
in damp weather It will 
not keep half that long. 


Mutton is seasonable 


all the year round, and those who know 
say that mutton should he five years 
old to be in its prime. However, two 
years is the limit of life for most sheep. 


Boiled Mutton and Sauce.—Prepare 


the meat by wiping it with a damp 
cloth; If the skin be discolored, scrape 
It with a knife. Good meat should be 
red in color, elastic to the touch, and 
have a fresh smell. The fat should be 
white and hard. Allow twenty min- 
utes to the pound in boiling and an 
additional twenty 
minutes for all 


joints over three pounds. Plunge the 
meat, outside down, into boiling water 
to sear it; after that cover nnd let it 
simmer for the rest of the time. Pre- 
pare a carrot and turnip and put them 
with the meat, then add an onion. 


Sauce for Mutton.—Take two table- 


spoonfuls each of flour and drippings, 
cook until smooth, then add a pint of 
the mutton liquor, a little milk, if liked, 
nnd some chopped parsley. Chopped 
capers, a tablespoonfnl with a little of 
the vinegar to a pint of the sauce. Lay 
the mutton on a platter, pour the sauce 
over it and serve very hot. The vege- 
tables may be placed neatly at the end 
of the dish; the onion may he left out 
If so desired. 


Mutton Stew.—Wipe a piece of the 


neck or a cheap cut from the shoulder 
and cut into serving-sized pieces. 
Place in a frying pan with a little hot 
dripping, turn and brown on all sirles. 
dredge with flour, add a pint of shred- 
ded carrots, cut in strips, not slices, an 
onion and sufficient hot water to cook 
well, leaving a sauce to serve poured 
over the meat and vegetables. Set into 
a fireless cooker and let stand for three 
hours or simmer on the back part of 
the stove for two hours. A little meat 
in such a dish will season a quantity 
of vegetables, making a most whole- 
some and economical dish. Potatoes 
may be added if desired.

The quality of mutton greatly de- 
ppnds upon the wfay it has been fed 
For roasting, mutton ran 
hardly bo too long hung. 
The length of time de­ 
pends upon the weather. 
In cold, dry weather, in 
an airy, well-kept larder, 
21 days is. not too long: 
hi damp weather It will 
not keep half that long. 
Mutton 
is seasonable 
all the year round, and those who know 
say that mutton should be five years 
old to be in its prime. 
However, two 
years is the limit of life for most sheep. 
Boiled Mutton and Sauce.—Prepare 
the meat by wiping it with a damp 
cloth; if the skin be discolored, scrape 
it with a knife. 
Good meat should be 
red in color, elastic to the touch, and 
have a fresh smell. The fat should be 
white and hard. 
Allow twenty min­ 
utes to the pound in boiling and an 
additional 
twenty 
minutes 
for 
all 
joints over three pounds. 
Plunge the 
meat, outside down, into boiling water 
to sear it; after that cover and let it 
simmer for the rest of the time. 
Pre­ 
pare a carrot and turnip and put them 
with the meat, then add an onion. 
Sauce for Mutton.—Take two table­ 
spoonfuls each of flour and drippings, 
cook until smooth, then add a pint of 
the mutton liquor, a little milk, if liked, 
and some chopped parsley. 
Chopped 
capers, a tablespoonful with a little of 
the vinegar to a pint of the sauce. Lay 
the mutton on a platter, pour the saucc 
over it and serve very hot. The vege­ 
tables may he placed neatly at the end 
of the d ish ; the onion may be left out 
if so desired. 
Mutton Stew.—Wipe a piece of the 
neck or a cheap cut from the shoulder 
and 
cut 
into 
serving-sized 
pieces. 
Place in a frying pan with a little hot 
dripping, turn and brown on all sides, 
dredge with flour, add a pint of shred­ 
ded carrots, cut in strips, not slices, an 
onion and sufficient hot w ater to cook 
well, leaving a sauce to serve poured 
over the meat and vegetables. Set into 
a fireless cooker and let stand for three 
hours or simmer on the back part of 
the stove for two hours. A little meat 
in such a dish will season a quantity 
of vegetables, making a most whole­ 
some and economical dish. 
Potatoes 
may be added if desired.

Contrary to the rules for yeast mix­ 
tures, all foods made with baking pow­ 
der or cream of 
tartar 
and 
soda 
must;

and handled very 
lightly. For corn- 
breads, gems and 
muffins the short­ 
ening is melted and added the last 
thing to assure a velvety textifre, but 
for shortcake, biscuits and such mix­ 
tures the fat is cut in with two knives, 
working quickly, then add the liquid 
and handle as quickly as possible, 
Cornmeal Muffins.—T ake twro cup­ 
fuls of cornmeal, a half cupful of flour, 
a teaspoonful of salt, two tablespoon­ 
fuls of sugar, two teaspoonfuls of bak­ 
ing powder, two eggs, two tablespoon­ 
fuls of shortening and a cupful and a 
half of milk. Mix all together, adding 
the shortening, melted, the last thing. 
Currant Biscuit.—T ake two cupfuls 
of sifted pastry flour, two teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder, a teaspoonful of 
salt, a fourth of a cupful of well 
cleaned currants, a cupful of milk and 
two tablespoonfuls of shortening. Mix 
together as usual, make in the form of 
small biscuits, brush with milk and 
bake in a brisk oven. 
Eat hot. 
Egg Gems.—We may read this and 
think of the days when- eggs were 
twenty cents a dozen yet refrain from 
Indulging In them while they are 50. 
Take two and a half cupfuls of sift­ 
ed flour, two teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder, a teaspoonful of salt, a table- 
spoonful of sugar, four eggs, a cupful 
of milk, and lastly three tablespoon­ 
fuls of melted shortening. 
As a shortcake made in two layers, 
with butter between so that the cake 
divides 
easily, using any 
fresh 
or 
canned fruit, there Is no dessert more 
easily baked. 
If you are hurried and 
there is no time to roll out biscuit, 
drop llie dough 
in 
spoonfuls in 
a 
greased pan or in greased gem irons 
and bake. 
Hot gingerbread is delicious with 
whipped cream for dessert. 
If you 
wish to make the dish extremely nice, 
add a half cupful of grated cheese to 
the whipped cream. 
Of the whipped, 
sweetened and flavored cream may be 
sprinkled with nuts if the cheese its 
not enjoyed.

Judge Dicks 


Declares for Licenses. 


The opinion of Associate Judge W. How- 


ard Dicks in the matter of the contested 
liquor license applications at the Washing- 
ton House and the Weaver Restaurant was 
filed on Saturday morning with Clerk of 
the Courts Sheely, and favors the granting 
of both licenses. Associate Judge Miller 
declared on the opening day of license 
court that he did not consider any of them 
to be necessary, and that be would refuae 
to sign all 


Judge Dicks' opinion follows: 
''The Court one year ago found that 


there was no necessity for a hotel license 
at the Washington House and the Weaver 
Restaurant, but refused the same because 
of the unfitness of the applicants 


"After taking due consideration of the 


character and number of witnesses who 
testified to the good moral character and 
fitness of the present applicants and that 
there was a substantial demand for the 
sale ot liquors at these places for the enter- 
tainment and accommodation of the trav- 
eling public. I have therefore concluded 
that such a licerfee would be absolutely ne- 
cessary and that a license should be grunt- 
ed to the applicants in each case." 


President Judge iVlcPberson has not yet 


indicated his attitude in either application. 
The matter is now entirely up to him.

KAKAPOS TAKEN IN SNARES 


Simple Trick That Is Resorted To by 


New Zealanders to Trap These 


Wary Birds. 


The Xew Zealand kakapo, or large 


parrot, with all its credit for brulna, 
allows itself to be caught in a very 
simple manner. In the dusk of the 
early dawn tho. Maoris, currying tame 
kakupos tied to long sticks, set off to 
hunt. These are the call birds used 
to attract by their screams tho large 
flocks of 
kalcapos flying overhead. 


While.one Maori tethers the call birds 
by the leg and sets them screaming to 
the full extent of their lusty lungs, an- 
other cuts as many perches an there 
are men in the hunting party from the 
neighboring bush. By means of tins 
bands :heM> are lashed (irmly to diller- 
cnt parts of a little hut or whure (In 
which the hunters secrete themselves), 
so as to act as perches for the unsus- 
pecting birds. Each perch Is so fixed 
that It can be drawn down Into the 
whare through the roof. On the perches 
are placed running nooses of flax, and 
when all Is prepared each Maori sits 
quietly within the whare with his flax 
cord In his baud ready to pull ut the 
right moment. The call birds are then 
disturbed by means or a long stick, und 


I presently a large flock of parrots, hour- 


ing their cries, wheel doivn and settle 


1 with a great chattering In the adjacent 
trees. 
One by one they fly and set- 


tle on the perches of tho whare to bola 
converse with the call birds, and when 
every perch Is occupied a Maori give* 
the signal and the nooses are pulled. 
The hubbub of screaming and scolding 
as each perch with its captured parrot 
Is drawn down Into the whare can bo 
best imagined. It is only equaled by 
the frantic excitement of the Mauris 
us they grasp the birds by the neck 
and throw them aside dead.

In iact, I can't think of any other 
great man in tho history of the world 
who has been damaged in just the 
same way, through being made to ap­ 
pear so good. 
The reason is that he has been pre­ 
eminently the children*» hero. 
He is a distinguished victim of the 
deceit we practice on children in tho 
name of education. 
Only the very good boys and girls 
care for the stcry of Washington and 
the cherry tree. 
The ethers, the majority, are bored, 
or amused, or‘puzzled, 
And then there is the saying, dinned 
Into tho ears of American childhood, 
•‘Washington never told a Ho/' 
2t alone alienates vast numbers of 
children from Washington, 
Ip their 
little hearts it finds no answering 
echo, no enthusiastic desire for emula­ 
tion. 
For truth telling, much as we love 
jt in children, and maeb as we labor 
to graft it on those highly imaginative 
minds, is often a virtue that develops 
only with years, related to intelli­ 
gence and to mature character. 
It derives its beauty largely from 
association with other qualities more 
sympathetic. 
Do Real Damage to Truth. 
Self-assertive 
trutli-tellers 
often 
seem rigid in character. 
They do 
great damage to truth by making it 
seem, not oeautiful, as it should be, 
but hideous. 
Even in minds of maturity, to the 
reputation of Washington there still 
clings a suggestion of the comic.

There is a fine chanoo for a pew 
historian of Washington* one who will 
bring out the real man. 
Owen Wister made a start some 
yean* ago, when he published a little 
book, emphasizing Washington's more 
buman qualities.

Wister may yet write the complete 
ilistory needed by tbo worjd of today. 
For today, of all times, tbo world 


ought to reflect on the service of 
Washington in the making of this na­ 
tion and on the altitude Qf Washing­ 
ton toward tho future of this nation.

being sustained by the power of a sub­ 
lime moral idea, all the more effective 
because it was opposed by the weak­ 
ness that goes with self-conscious and 
contemptuous superiority. 
Really Deserves More Credit. 
„ Washington has not been accorded 
by the world the credit he deserves 
for his share in establishing democ­ 
racy as a working forco in a nation. 
We are likely to forget that democ­ 
racy, while he fought for it, was not 
accepted by the world as practicable. 
To a few it was a beautiful theory, an 
ideal. 
To the many it was Impracti­ 
cable, a denial of what they regarded 
as tho natural unfitness of human be­ 
ings in large masses to govern them­ 
selves. From France, mainly through 
Rousseau, had como the great demo- 
ciatio theory. But Franco had yet to 
seek its establishment in the blood of 
the French revolution. 
Our next Washington is not likely 
to be a soidier-statesman. He will not 
lead in a war between nations or be< 
tween foes identified with any geo­ 
graphical limits.

KAKAPOS TAKEN IN SNARES 


Simple Trick That Is Resorted To by 
New Zealanders to Trap These 
Wary Birds. 


The New Zealand kakapo, or large 
parrot with all its credit for brains, 
allows itself to be caught in a very 
simple manner. 
In the dusk of the 
early dawn the Maoris, carrying tame 
kakapos tied to long sticks, set off to 
hunt. 
These are the call birds used 
to attract by their screams the large 
flocks of kakapos flying overhead* 
While.one Maori tethers the call birds 
by tlie leg and sets them screaming to 
the full extent of their lusty lungs, an­ 
other cuts as many perches as there 
are men in the hunting party from the 
neighboring bush. 
By means of tlax 
bands Jiese are lashed firmly to difler- 
ent parts of a little hut or whare (la 
which the hunters secrete themselves), 
so as to act as perches for the unsus­ 
pecting birds. Each perch is so fixed 
that it can be drawn down into the 
whare through the roof. On the perches 
are placed running nooses of flax, and 
when all is prepared each Maori sita 
quietly within tlie whare with his ilux 
cord in his hand ready to pull at tho 
right moment. The call birds are then 
disturbed by means or a long stick, an<t 
presently a large flock of parrots, hear­ 
ing their cries, wheci down and settle 
with a great chattering In the adjacent 
trees. 
One by one thtey fly and set­ 
tle on the perches of the whare to holft 
converse with the call birds, and when 
every perch is occupied a Maori give« 
tlie signal and the nooses are pulIecL 
The hubbub of screaming and scolding 
as each perch with its captured parrot 
is drawn down into tho whare can be 
best imagined. It is only equaled by 
the frantic excitement of the Maori» 
as they grasp tlie birds by the neck 
and throw them aside dead.
